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Clinton High Scheel 1903 - 1953 


From old records it is indicated that the taxpayers had 
their problems fifty years ago. It states as follows: “that 
there seems to be a need of something being done to better 
the condition of the old school building. The building should 
be thoroughly renovated and repaired, the cellar drained, 
or a new lot secured and a suitable building erected for the 
accommodation of the schools’’. 


A committee of three was appointed on Mar. 6, 1902 con- 
sisting of Frank L. Besse, Chairman, Manley Morrison, and 
W.G. Foster. They were instructed to see what would be 
required to buy a lot and build and report at a later meet- 
ing. 


After viewing three locations the committee decided to 
purchase a lot from Caroline Woodsum and a piece of land 
from Frank L. Besse for the sum of $600.00. 


At a meeting on May 8, 1902 a committee consisting of 
Frank L. Besse, A. A. Shaw, and Manley Morrison was ap- 
pointed to secure plans and prepare the necessary details 
for the commencing of the work. The foundation was 
started the latter part of July with Mr. Wyman from Ben- 
ton in charge of the construction. The building was com- 
pleted in January 1903. The total cost of construction was 
$8,034.00. The sum of $1,000.00 was first appropriated on 
March 6, 1902. On May 8, 1902 at a special town meeting 
the sum of $5,500.00 was raised. At another special town 
meeting on Nov. 27, 1902 it was voted to sell the old school- 
house and use the proceeds to help finance the construction 
of the new school. A sum of $600.00 was also appropriated 
at this meeting. 


The first day of school in the new building was on Feb. 9, 
1903 with Ralph C. Bean as principal. The grammar and 
primary schools was also located in the building with Miss 
Ida E. Bean and Miss Gertrude M. Haines as teachers.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Superintending School Committee 
and Citizens of Clinton: 


My annual report as superintendent of the public schools 
of Clinton is submitted herewith for your consideration. 


ENROLLMENT 


Following is a table showing pupil enrollment and distri- 
bution as of February 1, 1954

As indicated in the chart above, there was a total of 352 
pupils enrolled in the schools of the town on February Ist. 
This represents an increase of eighteen pupils over the num- 
ber enrolled at the same time a year ago. According to 
statistics of potential beginning pupils, a large first grade 
enrollment is anticipated for several years. Consequently, 
as these pupils progress through elementary school and high 
school, larger enrollments can ‘be expected on all grade 
evels. 


FACULTY 


There have been three changes in the faculty since the 
close of school last June, and one new teaching position has 
been added. At the high school Mr. Charles Merrill has 
replaced Mr. Herbert Jabar as teacher of social studies and 
coach of athletics; and Mrs. Carolyn Bean has succeeded 
Mrs. Elinor Sanford as commercial teacher. Due to illness 
in the family, Mrs. Mary Davis found it necessary to dis- 
continue teaching at the end of the school year. The va- 
cancy caused by her resignation as teacher of the Ferry 
School has been filled by Mrs. Girlandine Libby. 
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IMPROVEMENTS 


Considerable stride has been made in the improvements 
of the Clinton schools during the past few years. At this 
time last year your attention was called to the progress 
which had been accomplished in the plan to expand school 
facilities, thereby permitting a reorganization of the ele- 
mentary grades which would reduce the pupil-teacher load 
and tend toward a more effective teaching program. There 
remained, however, a serious bottleneck in the middle 
grades. This was caused by the combined fourth, fifth, and 
sixth grades with an enrollment of eighty-eight pupils oc- 
cupying two rooms. In order to offer these pupils equal op- 
portunities with those in other grades, the school officials 
decided to seat each of these three grades in separate rooms. 
It was possible to carry out this plan by using the recently 
completed classroom which for the past year had served as 
a music and activity room. To effect this reorganization it 
was necessary to employ an additional teacher. Mrs. Henri- 
etta Witham, a teacher of considerable experience, was ob- 
tained for the sixth grade. At present each elementary 
teacher in the town proper has only one grade, which as- 
sists materially in increasing teaching efficiency. Experience 
has shown that it is false economy in return for effective 
pupil learning situations to overload a teacher excessively 
in an attempt to reduce the cost of instruction. 


REPAIRS 


The need for two major physical improvements at the high 
school building has been realized by the modernizing of the 
lighting facilities and the heating plant. 

The inefficient and inadequate lighting system in the class 
rooms has been replaced by complete new wiring, and the 
installation of modern, instant start, flourescent fixtures. 
This type of fixture emits abundant and glareless light, 
giving greater eye comfort and reducing strain. The pro- 
ject was made possible through the generosity of Mr. James 
Striar who defrayed the cost. To him we wish to express 
our warmest thanks and appreciation. 

An oil burner was installed in the furnace, and an under- 
ground storage tank of 1000 gallon capacity was provided. 
The heating equipment was completely checked for necessary 
repairs, and defective parts were replaced. With the in- 
stallation of this new equipment, a marked improvement in 
the heating of the building has been noted. 

The exterior of the Ferry School was painted. 


The interior of the Morrison Corner School was painted, 
and the chalkboards were dyed a harmonizing green. 
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Through the cooperation of the town manager, Mr. Harold 
Bean, a grader was made available for leveling a portion of 
the grounds about the high school and the elementary school. 
Gravel was spread on the grounds adjacent to the building 
at the elementary school. 


The flagpole at the elementary school was repaired and 
painted.

Replacement of arithmetic texts, Grade 5. 

U.S. and World Outline Maps, Grades 7 and 8. 

A set of World Book Encyclopedias for the high school 
library. : 

Science equipment for the high school laboratory. 

A new typewriter and a set of bookkeeping texts for the 
commercial department. 


RECOMMENDATIONS 


Although the gravel supplied for the grounds at the ele- 
mentary school helped to improve conditions, a considerable 
quantity is still required to build up the surface over the clay 
base. In previous reports the desirability of hard surfacing 
a portion of the play area, and particularly the approaches 
to the building, has been pointed out. At the request of 
parents of children attending elementary school, an article 
appears in the warrant asking for funds to complete the 
work on the grounds. 


A matter which should be given attention in the near 
future concerns a change in the manner of heating the rural 
schools. The oldfashioned wood burning stoves in these 
schools should be replaced with oil burning heaters. This 
would eliminate the necessity of starting the fire early in 
the morning, and waiting around in the cold for the room to 
get warm. One room school buildings such as these are be- 
ing heated by oil burning equipment with a much greater 
degree of efficiency, since even heat can be maintained and 
controlled in accordance with the temperature. 
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A study made in 1952 by the American Textbook Publish- 
ers Institute showed that it cost an average of $5.53 per 
pupil in the first six grades for adequate text material. The 
per pupil cost was lowest in the first grade, but increased 
progressively to the sixth grade. This indicates that the 
cost is correspondingly greater in the upper grades. The 
per capita cost for textbooks in Clinton has been consider- 
ably less than the average found in this survey. It is hoped 
to continue the replacement of worn and obsolete texts, and 
to supply the schools in so far as possible with supplemen- 
tary book material. An effort has been made to furnish 
each classroom with some essential supplementary material, 
but the amount has necessarily been limited, inasmuch as 
the money allocated for books has been needed chiefly for 
the replacement and the addition of basic texts. 


The school lunch continues to function under the able 
direction of Mrs. Wishart. The value of this part of the 
school program is clearly demonstrated in the benefits the 
children derive from a hot, nutritional meal at noontime. 
The school committee recommends that the town assist fi- 
nancially toward payment of salaries for school lunch per- 
sonnel, and an article has been inserted in the warrant to 
this effect. 


BUDGET 

In considering the budget of estimated expenditures which 
appears at the beginning of the “School Department Re- 
port’’, the following factors should be recognized since they 
are pertinent to the cause for the increase over last years’ 
budget. 

(1) At the 1953 session of the legislature a salary law 
which increases the minimum pay for teachers was enacted 
to become effective July 1, 1954. The law provides that 
teachers will be increased in accordance with their training 
and years of experience. The maximum for teachers with 
a bachelor’s degree and eight years experience is $3,200. 
Teachers now in service who are entitled to the maximum 
must be increased at least $300 per year until they reach 
this amount. Clinton has four teachers who qualify in this 
category. Of the remaining teachers, two with three years 
training will be affected by the state salary schedule. Three 
year trained teachers with at least four years experience 
are entitled to a maximum of $2,400. It will be necessary to 
increase these two teachers $300 next year, and $100 the 
succeeding year to reach their maximum. Teachers with a 
bachelor’s degree-and no experience must be paid at least 
$2,400 per year with increasments of $100 each year until 
they reach the maximum of $3,200, 
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(2) Earlier in this report mention was made of the addi- 
tion of a teacher to the faculty of the elementary school last 
fall. Provision has also been made in the budget for this 
extra teacher. 

(3) Expenditures for operating the schools have been 
based on thirty-seven weeks rather than the usual thirty- 
six. This is due to the fact that an extra week of vacation 
was taken during the Christmas holidays because of the in- 
stallation of the new lighting system at the high school. 
This week must be made up later during the current school 
year; expenditures for which must be paid from the budget 
of the next fiscal year. 

(4) The annual salaries of the teachers are divided into 
twenty bi-weekly payments. Heretofore they have not re- 
ceived any pay during vacations. For sometime they have 
requested that their pay be continuous from September to 
June. This would not be any addition in yearly salary, but 
a matter of distribution. However, it means that funds for 
teachers’ salaries for next Christmas vacation week must 
be included in the budget of the next fiscal year. 

(5) Another contributory factor to the budgetary in- 
crease is the substantial increase in high school tuition. At 
present the town is paying secondary tuition for ten pupils 
who are enrolled in vocational courses in other towns. Al- 
though the town is reimbursed in part for tuition costs by 
state subsidy, the initial payment must be borne by the town. 

Other items in the budget have been based as far as pos- 
sible on actual previous year costs. It will be noted that the 
expenditure for fuel during the past fiscal year is relatively 
small. This is explained by the fact that it had been custo- 
mary to purchase a year’s supply of coal during the summer 
for the high school. Consequently, no fuel purchase was 
necessary for this building from February to June 1953. 
Oil, however, is paid for as consumed. Therefore, funds for 
the payment of oil from February to June, 1954 are included 
in this budget. Also it was estimated last year that the 
rural schools would need approximately five cords of wood 
instead of twelve as in previous years, since there seemed to 
be a fair supply in the sheds. At the close of school in June 
it was reasonable to assume that the amount of wood remain- 
ing at these schools would last until the end of the fiscal year. 
As a result no wood was purchased. 


At the last session of the legislature the method of ac- 
counting was changed to include all items in the School 
Maintenance Account for which the town is entitled to re- 
ceive subsidy. This change will be effective at the begin- 
ning of the next fiscal year. It will be noted that in this 
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report under “Estimate of School Budget’ the superinten- 
dent’s salary, heretofore a special account, has been includ- 
ed in the School Maintenance Account inasmuch as it is 
subsidized by the state. 

The school committee has carefully examined each item 
in the proposed budget and has recommended that the sum 
of $37,150 be appropriated for all school purposes. 


CONCLUSION 


I should like to express thanks to all school personnel for 
their loyal service, and to the citizens who have in any way 
cooperated in the best interests of the schools. 

I particularly wish to acknowledge with appreciation the 
work of the members of the school committee whose time 
and efforts have been given so freely to the promotion of a 
school program which meets the needs of the youth of the 
community.

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REPORT OF CLINTON HIGH SCHOOL 


To the people of Clinton: 


These past two years at Clinton High School have been 
trying, yet most rewarding years. The improvement in 
facilities, lighting, heating, etc., have been most gratifying. 
There has been approximately 12% increase in curriculum 
content. With some revision in time and class schedules 
this has been accomplished without a corresponding in- 
crease in teacher load. At the present time I feel that the 
various courses, study periods, and extracuriculla duties are 
rather evenly distributed between the faculty. The faculty 
at Clinton High School now is, in my estimation, one of the 
best in the state for a school of this size. In terms of char- 
acter, ability, training, experience, and understanding and 
interest in the students it is a very fine group of teachers. 

Those areas where improvement is very much needed at 
this time would include: 1) A closer association and under- 
standing between the parents, teachers, students, school 
board, and superintendant that each might see and help to 
relieve the problems of the others. 2) A fuller appreciation 
of the true values gained through competitive athletics, The 
development of character, sportsmanship loyalty, and an 
appreciation for the welfare of others, and a respect for 
their fellow man is all that can justify sports as an educa- 
tional activity. 

The reports on the Dental Clinic held in January have 
just recently been returned. Of the 233 reports that were 
reliable 40 students received recommendations to consult 
their family dentist in the near future; and 72 students 
were in need of immediate attention. Each parent has been 
notified of the condition of his child’s teeth as indicated 
above. All students who were absent during the clinic or 
who’s X-Ray was inadequate are urged to obtain a report 
through the clinic. 

To the many good people of the town of Clinton who have 
made the education of their children the fine program it 
is, I extend my heartfelt thanks. Let me urge you to con- 
tinue your efforts in their behalf.

Public Health Nursing 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING DECEMBER 31, 19538 


In September of this year a new nurse was assigned to 
your area. As you must realize, it takes some time to be- 
come orientated to a new territory. Time, used in this man- 
ner, is essential to build up relationships in the community 
so that a good, workable health program can ‘be carried on. 

Child Health Conferences have been held monthly during 
the year, and have been most successful. There have been 
twelve conferences with a total attendance of 222. Each 
child was offered a physical examination, and immtnizations 
were completed as follows: Smallpox 35, diphtheria 42, 
whooping cough 42, and tetanus 42. Child Health Confer- 
ences are a valuable service to any community, since good 
health is vitally important. Many deviations from normal 
are dependent upon early recognition and treatment for suc- 
cessful correction. Children found to be in need of medical 
care are referred to their family physician. 


Home visits have been made to infants, preschools, and 
school children. Visits have been made to the schools on a 
consultation basis. Visits have been made to families with 
special problems. Services of the Crippled Children, Car- 
diac, and Pediatric clinics have been made available to in- 
fants and children in your community, and home visits have 
been made where indicated. 


Audiometer testing was done in all the schools from the 
fourth grade up, with the exception of the High School 
group. If this service is desired, and the audiometer is 
available at a later date, arrangements will be made for the 
testing. (Grades one, two, and three are done by the teach- 
er using the whisper method.) A total of 163 tests were 
given. Out of this number 22 showed apparent hearing de- 
fect. Too much stress cannot be put upon the importance 
of good vision and acurate hearing, for without these a 
child may be severely handicapped in performing to the best 
of his or her ability. Following the audiometer testing home

visits were made in behalf of children where indicated. It 
should be understood that testing of both eyes and ears in 
the school is done as a screening process only. If a child 
appears to be having difficulty, then he should be taken to a 
physician for further examinatioh. 

Suggestions for 1954 include continuing Child Health 
Conferences and more extensive home visiting. It might be 
well to consider school immunizations again this coming 
year. 

I would like to take this opportunity to extend my grati- 
tude for your fine cooperation.

Insofar 
as could be ascertained within the scope of the examination, 
the financial transactions of the Town appear to have been 
appropriately handled, with such exceptions as may be noted 
in the accompanying comments. 

Exhibits and schedules incorporated in this report pre- 
sent the result of the financial operations of the Town for 
the period designated. Recommendations are also offered 
which are believed to be worthy of your consideration.

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COMMENTS 


TOWN OF CLINTON 
February 16, 1952 to February 14, 1953 


An audit of the books and records of the Town of Clinton 
has been completed for the municipal year ended February 
14, 1953. The audit included an examination of the records 
maintained by the Town Manager, Selectmen, Assessors, 
Overseer of the Poor, Town Clerk, Treasurer and Tax Col- 
lector. 


The result of the audit indicates that the following sug- 
gestions appear worthy of consideration by the municipal 
officials: 


Attention is directed to Chapter 225 of the Public 
Laws of 1947 which provides in part that deposits 
shall be made by the treasurer at least twice each 
month whem balances exceed $100.00. 


During the fiscal year it was the practice of the 
town treasurer to cash checks from town funds. 
This practice is not considered a municipal func- 
tion for it is believed that all receipts should be de- 
posited intact in order to facilitate the identifica- 
tion of the daily receipts. 


The valuation records of the town should be pre- 
pared so that all properties will be plainly describ- 
ed. 


It is suggested that a study be made by the trust- 
ees of trust fund investments as of February 14, 
1953, to determine if they comply with the provi- 
sions of Chapter 80, Section 106 of the Revised 
Statutes of 1944 and Chapter 55, Section 38, Sub- 
section I to IX of the Revised Statutes of 1944, as 
amended. 


The examination consisted of a review of cash transac- 
tions as well as an analysis of revenues and expenditures. 
The result of the year’s operations showed that available 
funds exceeded expenditures by $5,299.49 and is summariz- 
ed as follows: 


Unexpended Balances $6,285.63 
Overdrafts 986.14 


Net Unexpended Balances $5,299.49 
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Overdrafts were noted in various appropriation accounts, 
(Exhibit D). The Department of Attorney General has ad- 
vised that overdrafts are not permitted by statute except in 
certain instances where emergencies arise in highway activi- 
ties and then only to the extent of 15% of the highway ap- 
propriation. 


As a result of the examination of the town clerk’s records 
it was ascertained that the transfer of excise tax monies to 
various operating accounts had been authorized at the an- 
nual town meeting and a special town meeting held Decem- 
‘ber 3, 1952. It was also noted that at the special town 
meeting it was voted to transfer the $750.00 appropriation 
from the sidewalk account to Mutton Lane Road Account. 


REVENUES AND EXPENDITURES 


A comparative statement of revenues and expenditures 
(Exhibit B), disclosed that for the 1952 year, revenues in- 
creased by $10,960.37 as compared with the previous year. 
Expenditures for the same period increased by $14,240.16. 
The factors contributing to these differences, as compared 
with the preceding year, are as follows:

RESERVES AND SURPLUS 


From the examination of the departmental accounts it 
was determined that the net unexpended balances carried 
forward to the ensuing year totaled $1,113.93 and represent- 
ed balances in certain education accounts. 


The unappropriated surplus of $11,115.07 at the begin- 
ning of the year was reduced to $8,595.29 at the year end. 
This change was occasioned principally by appropriations 
totaling $7,825.00, which were authorized by the towns- 
people, less the excess of available funds over expenditures 
of $5,299.49. 


DEBT FUND 


The debt fund, incorporated in the balance sheet as a 
separate fund, reflects the outstanding bonds of the town

From the examination of the various funds held in trust 
by the town it was ascertained that the principals and in- 
come of the funds totaled $20,592.00. The funds are repre- 
sented by shares of stock in the American Telephone and 
Telegraph Company, the Brown Company and the George 
Putnam Fund of Boston in the amount of $200.00, $6,312.50 
and $12,552.00 respectively and an amount of $1,527.50 due 
from the general fund, 


Attention is directed to the provisions of Chapter 80, Sec- 
tion 106 of the Revised Statutes of 1944 which reads, in 
part: 


“City and town officers . . . shall hereafter in- 
vest all permanent funds including . . . money or 
credits deposited with them for perpetual care of 
lots in cemeteries . 


The above quotation from the Revised Statutes applies, 
in this instance, to the cemetery fund of $1,500.00 which was 
deposited in the general funds of the town in prior years. 


The transaction covering the purchase of shares of stock 
in the George Putnam Fund of Boston during the year with 
trust fund monies should be reviewed to determine compli- 
ance with statutory provisions governing the investment of 
such funds.

From the examination of the mortgage receivable of 
$2,660.00 it was noted that payments were not received dur- 
ing the fiscal year. It was further noted that the agree 
ment, in regards to this note, states that payments shall be 
$380.00 per month with interest. 


From an analysis of treasurer's receipts and deposits it 
was determined that town funds were being used to cash 
checks for other than town business. Checks totaling
